NEW INVENTION 
LONG GAS MILEAGE

Keen interest has 
the claim of a Castor, Alberta, 
that he has invented a carburetor that 
will give 125 miles per gallon of gas- 
oline. 

In these times, when there is a 
shortage of gasoline and _ rationing 
necessary, such an_ in- 
vention to motor- 
ists. It has been suggested that the 
inventor lay his discovery before thc 
National Research Council of Canada, 
and that his interests would be fully 
protected if it were found that the in- 
vention stood up to necessary tests. 

The Alberta Motor Association is 
interested in measures that will give 
greater mileage to cars and officials 
will watch any action concerning the 
Sokolsky invention that will be of con- 
cern to and benefit motorists. 

The inventor says the most saving 
is on cars that travel more than 40 
miles per hour (Federal Wartime re- 
gulations bar car owners from exceed- 
ing 40 miles per hour). Using his in- 
vention, the car engine will take less 
gasoline when operated between 40 
and 70 miles per hour, says Sokolsky. 

The inventor says that simple mech- 
anism is used for the carburetor. No 
moulding or casting is necessary and 
it is a simple matter to start the mot- 
or. He says the invention gives the en- 
gine a better performance and more 
“pep”. 

The University of Alberta has put 
the department of engineering staff 
at the disposal of the inventor for 
unbiased tests.

- CANADIAN DISTILLERIES GET 


ORDERS 
—— 

OTTAWA, Oct. 3.- The entire output 
of Canadian distilleries will be divert- 
ed to war purposes, effective Nov. 1, 
and no current production will be used 
for making beverages after that date, 
the munitions and supply department 
announced late Friday. 

The order was issued by 
Controller E. C. Sterne. 

It provides. the department 
that ‘on and aiter Nov. 1 no produce} 
may use or allocate his current produc- 
tion of alcohol tor beverage purposes.” 

“The order does not prohibit the 
sale of existing stocks of beverages, 
but sales and deliveries of future pro- 
duction of alcohol 65 percent overproof 
or higher may be made only under per 
mit of the controller,” said the depart- 
mental statement.

Munitions and supply spokesmen 
said manufacture of beer and wine is 
not affected by the order. 
REQUIRE ALL OUTPUT 

While the order states that its pro- 
visions are subject to any permit or 
order of the chemicals controller, Mr. 
Sterne said: 

“The fact is that the munitions pro- 
gram now requires the entire alcohol 
output of the Canadian distilleries 
The total capacity is essential for the 
need of the synthetic rubber, chemi- 
cals and explosives programs which 
throughout the allied countries now 
are co-ordinated and interdependent.” 

Figures released by the bureau of 
statistics today showed 15 distilleries 
operating in Canada in 1941, with 2,094 
employees. Sevenof the distilleries 
are in Ontario, six in Quebec and two 
in British Columbia.

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A WEEK WITH THE CANADIAN ARMY 
OVERSEAS 


—This is the second of a_ series 
written specially for Canadian week- 
ly Newspapers by C. V. Charters, 
Brampton, in collaboration with Wal- 
ter Legge, Granby. 

After thinking back over the past 
week and recounting the _ territory 
Covered, the places visited and the 
experiences that have been ours, this 
brief review article might well have 
been titled “A Week In the Canadian 
Army.” 

It was indeed a very strenuous one, 
and the remarkable point is that two 
fifty year old recruits like your repre- 
sentatives have survived the heavy 
Strain and have come through smiling 
to tell you about it. 

It was the thrill of a life-time to 
cross the Atlantic in 9 1-2 hours, but 
almost equally thrilling and certainly 
Most inspiring has been the week 
spent in visiting many of the Canad- 
jan Army Units. It has been our privil- 
ege to witness the most realistic Army 
manoeuvres and schemes which it is 
possible to “lay-on”’ when not confront- 
ed by the actual enemy. 

During the week we travelled close 
to one thousand miles by chartered 


bus, by Jeep and Peep motor vehicles 
in Bren Gun Carriers, in tanks and on 
“shanks pony.” We have sat in con- 
ference with General McNaughton for 
over an hour and a half and have 
learned by his friendly attitude and 
his cool calculating manner, and brut- 
ally frank answers to all our questions 
why he is loved by all the men serv- 
ing under him, and admired by his 
colleagues in high military circles of 
all the Allied Nations. 

We have chatted informally with 
other high Army officials, with Jun- 
ior officers and with the men in the 
ranks and are impressed with the fine 
spirit everywhere manifested. We have 
had conversations with participants 
in the Dieppe attack, some who came 
back unscathed and others who are 
now in hospital having their wounds 
doctored. To talk with these lads is a 
grand sensation. They are surprising- 
ly cheerful and bright, no complaining 
and show an eagerness to tackle the 
job again that is most encouraging. 
In a later articles our visit with these 
heroes of Dieppe will be given in grea- 
ter detail. It is an inspiring story. 

We have seen bridges erected by a

corps of Canadian Engineers in less 
time than it takes a country or town 
council at home to decide on such an 
expansive construction. We attended 
an assault course and witnessed a 
realistic Commando attack put on by 
the Army in cooperation with the 
Navy — some of the personnel and 
the equipment used having seen act- 
ion in the Dieppe raid. 

We saw the latest and largest Army 
tanks in action and marvelled at their 
accomplishments. We rode in these 
tanks, drove them, fired their guns 
and gave the commands going into 
attack. We witnessed the Artillery and 
Infantry in action and marvelled at 
the accuracy and precision with which 
they carried out their assigned tasks. 
We watched the wounded being taken 
from tanks placed on stretchers in the 
field and taken back of the lines for 
necessary treatment, 

We saw the Ordnance Corps in ev- 
ery phase, from the large workshops 
at the base to the smaller ones fur- 
ther down the line. They are evidence 
of Canadian engineering and mechan- 
ical skill. We gazed at Doctors, Dent- 
ists and Padres drilling and going 
through physical training to harden 
them up for their duties. We witnes- 
sed realistic bayonet fighting, moter 
cycle corps being trained as despatch 
riders and Provost. 

We heard wireless instructors’ ex- 
plaining to classes the intricacies of 
their war job so important to Army 
communications. 

After this first week with the Army 
we are forced to say that the inten- 
sive training being carried on here 
was indeed a revelation to us all. We 
feel sure that the average person has 
little conception of the work entailed 
in preparing an army for battle 

Our next week will be spent with 
the Air Force. Then we will bave 


the Forestry Corps. Following that, 
opportunity is to be given for us to 
visit any other points of special  in- 
terest.

A Saskatchewan farmer has drawn 


to my attention a statement made by 
a large cattle feeding farm operating 
in the vicinity of Chicago. This farm 
announced that they intend to pur- 
chase, and to feed to cattle, this year 
a good deal of wheat in place of corn. 
They found from their tests that cat- 
tle fed on wheat gained 2.14 pounds a 
day. They also found that steers fed 
on wheat required slightly less feed 
per 100 pounds of grain as compared 
with those fed on corn. They summar- 
ized their tests by stating that wheat 
has a surprisingly high feeding value 
They note, however, that 
given a 
be cracked to 
gain the best results. If it is ground 
to fine it forms a sticky mass in the 
animal’s mouth and will not be thor- 
oughly digested. 

This American farm found also that 
if wheat is used with corn for cattle 
feeding, it decreases the need for pur- 
chasing additional supplement or con- 
centrates, Their tests showed that 
wheat was not a suitable feed for 
sheep, but that pigs fattened in good 
Style on the grain. 

It struck me that these experi- 
ments, made near the’ great Stock 
Market of Chicago, may be of interest 
to some of our Western Canadian 
farmers.

(Weekly Review of National Affairs)

Ottawa, Oct. 8th— Never before has 
it become so clear to Canadians that 
this is a war o fall the people and of 
all they have. This doesn’t come alone 
from watching the tense and deadly 
struggles on the Volga and in the 
Causcasus, the attacks of the Eighth 
army in Egypt and of the Australians 
near Fort Moresby in New Guinea and 
mass air incursions over Germany | 
and of pandering on what these bat 
tles mean to every one of us. It comes 
from the growing intensity of our 
own preparations at home and from 
the increasing evidence of a vast mus- 
tering of the strength of 130,000,000 
people south of the border. Here in 
Canada there are two mapor projects 
immediately before the people. One 
is getting $750,000,000 by loan to help 
pay war costs, the other is turning 
the whole man and woman power in- 
to war tasks. Both are as essential to 
the life o four race and country as 
sun and rain to the life of crops’ in 
the fields. 
MANPOWER— . 

It is easy to see how great the man- 
{ power problem really is and how 
much energy and wisdom must be 
brought to bear in its solution. Men 
are needed for the armed forces, for 
war industry, lumbering, base metal 
mining and in season for agriculture. 
There are over half a million in the 
armed forces and over 900,000 in in- 
dustry, but many more are needed. 
When he spoke before the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce last week, EI- 
liott Little, director of National Sel- 
ective Service reviewed the whole | 
situation. Waste of manpower must 
be reduced to a minimum in industry. | 
One of the greatest sources of waste 
was “absenteeism” of workmen, which 
in Britain is called a “crime”, Men 
must stick to their jobs and manage- 
ment must plan forward to ensure 
that “there shall be no idleness.” It 
meant a revolutionary change from 
peacetime ideas, but the planning had 
to be done. Women would form a 
Jarge part of the growing force of la- 
bor. There are already at least 150,- 
000 women in industry, and they are 
doing a fine job in practically every 
branch of war production. The gates 
lane open wide to receive many more. 


Labor has also to be taken from 
non-essential industries to replace 
| men going into the armed forces, 


Dealing with this, in his speech be- 
fore the Chamber of Commerce, Min- 
ister of Finance, Illsley said it was no 
secret that some lines of war produc- 
tion were held up by labor shortage. 
Such a situation could not be tolerat- 
ed, and the Government had deter- 
mined upon a vigorous program to 
curtail the less essential use of labor, 
even if this unfortunately would  en- 
tail some “business casualties”. The 
chamber of commerce urged careful 
planning of the change from civilian 
to war industry so that dislocation 
would be kept at a minimum. The 
difficult task of “pruning” civilian in- 
dustry is in the hands of the industry 
branch of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, working in close touch 
with Selective Service which will 
place in war jobs the men released 
from curtailed industry and with the 
Department of Munitions and Supply. 
CANADA ON THE SEA— 

The shipyards of this country have 
already turned out more than 50 ear- 
go vessels of 10,000 tons to help in 
the gigantic effort to keep supplies 
moving across the seas’_ to 
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this country had at the beginning of 
the war the achievement is almost 
miraculous. Destroyers are under con- 
struction and speedier and larger cor- 
vettes are taking the water, More 
than 200 combatant vessels have been 
built in this country as well as a much 
larger number of auxiliary vessels. 
There are nearly 500 vessels in the 
Canadian navy with a personnel of 
48,000 as the navy minister Angus 
MacDonald told the country recently. 
Canadians thrilled to the minister’s 
story of the exploits of the young but 
hardhitting and efficient naval branch 
of the country’s armed services. The 
Canadian navy does its full share in 
the convoy and sub hunting job of the 
NorthAtlantic, and does it with quite 
a bit of success. 

Ottawa is watching with the keen- 
est interest the outcome of anti-infla- 
tion measures in the United States. 
There is no doubt that action in Wash- 
ington wil lhelp the system in opera- 
tion here, because of the close econ- 
omic ties that naturally exist between 
the two countries. These ties have be- 
come stronger in wartime because of 
actual close cooperation in war pro- 
duction, The war effort of the contin- 
ent will undoubtedly be aided if some 
common front or at least some unifor- 
mity of method is adopted in the 
fight against inflation. As everyone is 
aware the Canadian control system 
has been found worthy of study by 
authorities at Washington. There are 
of course greater difficulties facing 
price control in the United States 
than in this country, butit is unques- 
tionably a fact that on the economic 
side of the war effort, as well as on 
the physical side of war manufacture 
and the training of armed forces, Can- 
ada holds a front rank among the dem- 
ocratic nations. By “economic” side 
is meant that whole structure of con- 
trol including the price ceiling of 
goods, service and wages, the priority 
and rationing controls to supply war 
plants, the financial policy and the 
swinging of the manpower from peace-

OBJECTIVE— To secure from the 
farm community their share of the 
general contribution required for war 
financing without jeopardizing their 
i working capital or the reserves neces- 
Sary to enable them to meet emergen- 
cies. 

METHOD— Through the regular 
Victory Bond sales organization and 
other agencies such as recognized 
farm organizations, to secure from 
the tarmer signed Victory Tickets au- 
thorizing any buyer to whom he may 
seil his farm produce to deduct a per- 
centage of the sales price of that pro- 
duce and forward it to the National 
War Finance Committee Provincial | 
Headquarters. The farmer to receive 
from the National War Finance Com- 
mittee the equivalent value in Vict- | 
ory Loan Bonds, The Victory Ticket 
is divided into three parts— one re- 
tained by the farmer, one forwarded 
to the buyer designated by the farm- 
er, the third to be turned in to the 
local Victory Loan Sales Committee, 
who would be responsible for follow- 
ing through to see that the Ticket was 
redeemed or a satisfactory explanat- 
ion given as to why it was impossible 
for the farmer to meet it — such as a 
crop failure, a disease outbreak, or 
other emergency beyond the farmer’s 
control. 

THE APPROACH TO THE PRO. 
DUCER— The farmer would be asked 
to sign the Ticket by the same agency 
that would be selling him Victory 
\ Bonds in the ordinary way. The farm- 
er who could or preferred to buy 

bonds for cash would be encouraged 
to do so, or if he wished he could buy 
them through the regular bank loans. 
The Victory Ticket for produce would 
be additional or as an alternative 
where the farmer felt he could not 
pledge cash he was not certain of re- 
ceiving.
